MAP SHOWING ROUTE of pro¬ 
posed park-t6-park highway from 
Waterton Lakes National Park in 
southwestern Alberta to the west¬ 
ern boundary of Glacier National 
Park in Montana. The two parks 
were formed into Waterton- 
Glacier International Peace Park 
in 1932 by Act of Canadian Parlia¬ 
ment and Act of the U.S. Congress. 
The road starts at Akamina Pass, 
5000 feet, on the Continental 
Divide in Waterton and runs west 
and south for 18 miles through 
thfe southeastern tip of British 


Columbia, crossing t h e British 
Columbia - Montana border in 
Kishinena Creek valley. Frdm 
there it runs southwesterly for 
four miles to the Kishinena 
Creek’s.confluence with the North 
Fork of the Flathead River which 
rises in the Crowds Nest Pass area 
of British Columbia. At the Flat- 
head, River the highway would 
join the great Glacier Park high¬ 
way system including the spec¬ 
tacular Logan Pass highway which 
runs east and west through the 
centre of the million-acre park.

Nothing has quite stirred the 
imagination of local and district 
residents as the idea of being able 
to obtain, by auction, the services 
for a day of 60 of the town and 
district’s leading and most capable 
citizens. Advance enquiries and 
futile attempts to "arrange" be¬ 
forehand io get the services of 
some particular member, indicate 
that some rather spirited bidding 
.may take place. There are no re¬ 
serve bids' and terms are cash. 

Amongst the Liens Club mem¬ 
bers an enquiry shows that feel¬ 
ings are mixed. Some are a bit 
dubious as to what type of work 
they may end ^ip doing, but with 
rare -exceptions the members are 
dead game, feeling that the wortn- 
uiess of the cause warrants the 
lather extreme method of fund 
raising.

be used. 

The description of the “slaves" 
as contained in the posters could 
hardly be termed as flattering, 
with such phrases as "overweight, 
standard, runts, swaybacks, lazy, 
slightly crippled, willing to work 
but can’t, spavined, can work but 
won’t, halter broken, breachy and 
roaming typo,” being used. They 
ere certified to be passed as free 
of Borculosis, T.B., foot rot, ship- 
long lever. Bangs, erysipelas, milk 
fever, pink eye, tennis elbow, gout, 
etc., and all an* housebroken, 
domesticated and usqful in the 
home. 

Enquiries from prospective pur¬ 
chasers indicate a terrific variety 
of intended occupations rang ng 
.iron forking manure out of a cor- 
lal, door-man, household handy 
man, book-work, right down to 
that of drinking companion. 

A few (very few) have signi¬ 
fied their intention of buying one 
or two Lions and giving them 
their freedom from all work for 
the specified eight hours as a re¬ 
ward for their diligent com¬ 
munity work over the past several 
years. It will indeed be a fortunate 
Lion member who. gets such a 
purchaser. It is hoped that the 
event will go off with no evidence 
of maliciousness.

After the Work is started it will 
be carried out as fast as possible 
and we will try to let every 
farmer know a day or so ahead so 
thnt there will be time to have 
the calves r e a d y before the 
veterinarian arrives. There may 
be some who will find it difficult 
to be ready at the start but it will 
bo appreciated if the work can be 
completed at the time the veteri¬ 
narian is in the neighborhood, and 
it is much more pleasant working 
in the early fall thaq after the 
weather is bad. 

The number of calves vaccin¬ 
ated against this disease in 
Alberta is increasing rapidly, new 
municipalities are being added to 
Ihe restricted areas every year, 
and there are now 28 in the pro¬ 
vince. Last year there were 215,- 
000 calves done with only 6,700 
done in 1947. It should not be for¬ 
gotten that Undulant fever can be 
contracted by drinking the milk 
from infected cows and also from 
the improper handling of the 
Brucellosis vaccine, therefor it 
will be seen that calves should be 
handled quietly and properly re¬ 
strained when being vaccinated so 
that there_ is the least danger of 
accident* when doing the work.

Hunting Can Be Safe 

Shoot first and ask questions later! 

This adage may have its place in bygone days 
when the safety of the community depended on im¬ 
mediate and effective action against prowlers. It has 
no application today and especially not by hunters. 

Hunting is one of Canada’s largest participant 
outdoor sports. Hundreds ot thousands of men and 
women from every walk of life enjoy healthful recrea¬ 
tion from the days afield on the annual hunt. For some 
of them this pastime will be spoiled by the irrespon¬ 
sible gun-toter who will do such things as fire “sound 
shots". 

“Sound shots” are those fired at sounds made 
by .some unidentified person or animal moving in the 
woods. It seems incredible that anyone would be so 
careless or show absolute disregard for human life as 
to shoot at something he cannot even see, let alone 
recognize. Yet it happens every fall and, sometimes, 
with fatal results. 

It has been said that you cannot legislate brains 
into anyone. But sportsmen can, by example and a 
word of caution to their fellow hunters, eliminate the 
few who would give this great sport an undeservedly 
bad name. 

True sportsmen respect the right of others to 
enjoy their sport in safety. They respect the rights 
of the property owner, his fences, his buildings, his 
livestock and crops. They obey the game laws and, 
most important, they practice these “Ten Command¬ 
ments of Safety”; * 

Treat every gun with the respect due a loaded 
gun. 

Carry only empty guns, taken down or with the 
action open, into your automobile, camp and 
home. 

Alway be sure that the barrel and action are 
clear of obstructions. 

Alway carry your gun so that you can control 
the direction of the muzzle. 

Be sure of your target before you pull the 
trigger. 

Never point a gun at anything you don’t want 
to shoot. 

Never leave your gun unattended and loaded.
